Currency Bill to Be Debated In Full In 
the House—The Minority of the 
Committee Presents What It Con­ 
siders Flaws In the Scheme of 
Secretary Carlisle. 


W a s h in g t o n , Dec. 18— [Special]— 
The senate finance committee took no 
action this morning. 
The original 
program of Mr. Springer's committee 
contemplated the reporting of the cur­ 
rency bill yesterday, general debate 
for a couple of more days, the five 
m inute rule for a day and a half, and 
a vote Friday afternoon, but instead of 
this the committee on rules simply put 
down the currency bill as having the 
floor for general discussion, there being 
at the present time no lim it to the de­ 
bate. 
This means, of course, th at no 
vote will be taken until after the holi­ 
days, and it is also thought to mean 
th a t the Carlisle bill, as reported yes­ 
terday by Mr. Springer, will be fairly 
buried out of sight by amendments. 
As a m atter of fact, leaders in the 
house have been freely predicting that 
the Carlisle scheme as it now stands 
could not secure fifty votes in the 
house. 
The present plan involves a 
report from the committee on rules, 
probably to-day, allowing the general 
debate to begin then and term inate 
the second week in January.

W a s h in g t o n , Dec. 18.—The majority 
report favorable to Secretary Carlisle’s 
plan was yesterday presented to the 
house by Chairman Springer w ith the 
recommendation th a t the bill pass.

Tiie law suit between the city of 
Janesville and the Janesville Water 
Company has been suspended for the 
present and testimony will be taken 
as to the cost of the works and submit­ 
ted to the council with the possibility 
of a settlement without further litiga­ 
tion. 
This state of affairs is the result of 
the council's action last night when 
the stipulation made by the water 
company was adopted. 
Mayor Thor 
oughgood read a statement in which 
he said, in substance, that the action 
begun, had, up to the .present time re­ 
ceived endorsement of the tax payers 
which could not be ignored. 
This 
change, coming so suddenly he said, 
and from the attorneys of both the 
city and the water company, which 
corporation heretofore had not shown 
a disposition to be fair, made bim feel 
skeptical as to the reason for it and 
he could not understand 
what it 
meant. 
“ True,” he continued, “ there are a 
great many features contained in the 
paper Mr. Jeff ria will read to you,,but 
from w hat we already know, the 
strongest personal efforts have been 
made to some of the members of the 
council which came within one of 
succeeding to block your action be­ 
fore. 
Why was this? In whose in­ 
terest was it; or why was the effort 
made? We may presume not for the 
city’s interest. 
Until this case was 
brought to where it now is we did not 
know anything about the inside work­ 
ings of the water company, and per­ 
haps the water company thought we 
had no right to know. 
We do know 
however, we did not get a fair, honest 
answer when we demanded a state­ 
ment, which we were entitled to ac­ 
cording to agreement in the charter. 
I am not inclined to hold out against 
your wishes, but I am personally 
against any action to change the pres* 
ent conditions.'’ 
Continuing he said that it seemed 
to bim that if the m atter was allowed 
to rest, it left things just the way 
they were, for a time at least. 
The 
Water Company, he held, did not have 
the city’s interest in view, and he 
cautioned the aldermen that the eyes 
of the people were en them. 
He 
said that he was anxious to save every 
dollar possible and could not willingly 
accede to the move until he knew just 
w hat the interest of the city consisted 
of. 
“ The fact of both sides being repre­ 
sented in the ; upleme court each tell­ 
ing their story, and the very next day 
our being called to hear propositions 
for an armistice ie more than I can 
comprehend,” he continued. 
“ This 
fight is one brought about by the 
Water Company themselves, and I am 
inclined to think if the Water Com­ 
pany is desirous of a satisfactory ad­ 
justment, ample opportunity is at their 
disposal cow, and if they desire to do 
so this matter can be settled without 
more litigation. 
Mr. Jeffris is here 
and will be heard. If in the judgment 
of that gentleman and the city attor­ 
ney it will be best to agree to those 
stipulations, I am willing you should 
do so. 
There is this feature, I don't 
see any rights that the city waives, 
yet it is a question of vital importance 
and hope you will give it due consi­ 
deration.” 
Mr. Jeffris Explains, 
Mr. Jeffris then stated that he was 
and had been in favor of city owner­ 
ship and his position was unchanged. 
He told how the talk came about be­ 
tween himself and Mr. Hyzer on the 
way home from Madison and said that 
Mr. Hyzer advanced the suggestion 
th a t if the litigation was stopped it 
m ight be possible to arrange matters. 
He said that the stipulation would 
not jeopardize any interests of the 
city, and would not excuse any wrong 
th a t the company may have done and 
Mr. Jeffris further stated that if it 
would jeopardize the city he wanted 
nothing more to do with it. 
“ It simply calls for the taking of 
the testimony by stipulation, or by 
agreement of the attorneys on beth 
sides,” he explained. 
“ I think we 
are in possession of testimony to show 
exactly what the works cost and this 
same testimony, some of which must 
be taken in Boston, where the com­ 
pany’s books are, can be used in the 
trial if it is taken into court.
